Amend the Law relating to the Writ of' Habeas Corpus 
in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. From and after the passing of this Act the powers conferred 

in the sixteenth section of the Act passed by the Irish Parliament 
in the session held in the twenty-first and twenty-second years of 
the reign of George the Third, intituled tc An Act for the better 
** securing the liberty of the subject,” shall not be exercised, and 
10 the said section shall be and is hereby repealed as and from the 
passing of this Act. 

2. This Act may be cited os the Habeas Corpus Act Amendment 
Act, 1893.
